Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1967. 

The  Registrar  General’ s  estimate  of  population  for  mid  1967 
was  5 9 100,  an  increase  of  30  over  that  for  1966. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
88,  an  increase  of  12  on  the  1566  figure. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  44  (that  is 
28  Males  and  16  Females),  and  this  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  13  on  that 
for  the  previous  year’s  figures.  There  were  3  still  births  during  the  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  8  and  deaths  from  cancer 

\ 

of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  were  classed  as  being  responsible  for  3  deaths,  a 
decrease  of  1  on  the  previous  year's  figures. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18. 3  for  England  and  Wales  was  again 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country* 

A  total  of  127  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  6  notifications  received  during  i960)  made  up  as  follows 
Measles  76,  Chicken  Pox  48,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  1,  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  1 
and  Tuberculosis  Other  1. 

During  1967  I  am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we 
received  no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district,  it  is 
hoped  that  this  is  a  true  record.  It  is  known  that  many  families  do  not 
bother  to  call  in  their  family  doctor  and  treat  themselves. 

A  national  programme  for  vaccination  of  all  susceptible  children 
against  Measles  has  now  been  commenced.  As  a  first  step  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  are  helping  in  this  campaign  by  arranging  for  all  susceptible 
children  between  their  fourth  and  seventh  birthdays  to  have  this  vaccination, 
either  a. t  County  Council  Clinics,  or  at  their  families  own  doctor.  I  wish 
to  recommend  all  parents  to  agree  to  this  scheme  as  about  1  in  every  15  persons 
with  Measles  suffers  from  a  potentially  serious  complication.

Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytology 
in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus,  and  since  the 
29th  June,  1964®  The  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to  some  of  their  medical 
staff  collecting  smears  for  cytologieal  examination  at  certain  County  Council 
Clinics,  and  these  facilities  are  now  available  at  :

Wirksworth  is  one  of  the  newly-built  clinics  opened  in  February 
1967,  It  is  a  bungalow-type  stone  building  with  lots  of  glass  and  attractive 
wood  trima  It  stands  in  a  quiet  cul-de-sac  in  the  old  part  of  Wirksworth, 
opposite  the  Post  Office  and  next  to  the  Parish  Church.  The  vestibule  is 
glass  and  is  paved  in  warm- coloured  stone.  The  main  building  is  well  designed 
having  a  large  hall  which  can  be  divided  by  a  partition,  and  has  leading  off 
it  a  general  purpose  room  and  clinic  suite. 

The  administration  block  comprising  Health  Visitors’  office,  Staff 
rooms  and  office  for  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  is  well  away  from  the  busy  part  I 
of  the  Clinic.  The  interior  decoration  is  modern  and  attractive  and  the 
building  is  surrounded  by  well-kept  lawns  and  blends  well  into  this  picturesque  I 

part  of  the  village. 

Every  day  of  the  week  there  is  some  activity  :-  Infant  Welfare  Clinicsl 
Mothercraft,  Cytology,  Hearing  Assessments,  Chiropody  and  Medicals.  There  is 
ample  scope  for  Health  Education  and  there  is  also  a  busy  Welfare  Foods  Decartmel

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  undertaken  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1967. 


This  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  Regulations  5(3)  and  15(3)  of  the 
Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  which  define  the  scope  of  this 
Annual  Report  and  also  in  accordance  with  the  directions  contained  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/68. 

In  accordance  with  the  Minister's  wish,  the  qualifications  and 

•  /  .O'"  • 

duties  of  the  Authority's  Public  Health  Officers  are  published  on  page  one 
of  this  report,  together  with  a  list  indicating  the  members  of  the  Council 
who  are  concerned  with  matters  of  public  health. 

Once  again  a  staff  change  occurred  during  the  year.  In  April  1967 
Mr.  J.  MacLeod  left  the  authority  to  take  up  the  appointment  of  Deputy 
Surveyor/Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  a  successor  to  this  appointment 
was  not  secured  until  September,  at  which  time  Mr.  W.G.Hall  commenced  his 
duties  as  Deputy  Surveyor/Additional  Public  Health  Inspector.  The 
unavoidable  six  months  lapse  in  filling  the  appointment  does  throw  much 
additional  work  on  the  existing  staff  in  a  small  authority  such  as  ours 
and  I  am  indebted  to  them  for  the  cheerful  and  willing  way  in  which 
additional  duties  were  undertaken. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  help  and 
understanding  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  to  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  thank  you  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  who  have 
been  helpful  at  all  times. 

Finally  I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  sincere

WATER  SUPPLY c 


The  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for  the 
town,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  I.G-.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General  Manager, 
South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  his  observations  which  are  given  below 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
^'generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

♦ 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters. 

A  total  of  93  bacteriological,  5  chemical  and  97  partial  chemical 
,  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the  works  from 
various  points  in  the  Wirks worth  Urban  District.  Of  the  93 
bacteriological  samples,  2  indicated  the  present  of  coliforms  but 
further  check  samples  indicated  eoliform-free  waters. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  two  local  sources,  together 
with  a  blended  wa.ter  consisting  of  spring  water  from  Matlock  and.  a 
supply  from  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  The  blended  water  supplies. 

consumers  in  the  Middleton  and  Belehill  areas  of’  Wirksworth.  The 
two  local  sources  and  their  fluoride  contents  are  as  follows

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HOUSING  BY  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


As  is  appreciated  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  for 
which  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible,  namely,  the  rehousing  of  families 
living  in  overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions. 

Wirksworth  has,  I  believe,  a  first  class  record  of  post  war  Council 
housing,  and  taken  by  and  large,  its  housing  problem  is  much  less  intense 
than  many  other  similar  local  authorities. 

This  is  perhaps  borne  out  by  the  undernoted  statistics  supplied  to 
me  by  the  Housing  Officer  as  to  the  numbers  of  persons  on  the  Housing  Waiting 
List  as  at  31st  December,  1967. 

Applicants  living  within  the  Urban  District 

Applicants  living  outside  the  Urban  District 

Applicants  requiring  old  peoples ' s  dwellings 
(not  including  existing  tenants). 


Whilst  the  standard  and  repair  of  the  post-war  Council  Houses  leaves 
little  to  be  desired,  during  the  year  the  Council’s  attention  has  been  drawn 
to  unsatisfactory  internal  layout,  repair  and  general  condition  of  its  131 
pre-war  Council  Houses.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Council  have  approved 
in  principle  the  advisability  of  modernising  these  pre-war  houses  with  the 
aid  of  Discretionary  Grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

To  this  end,  plans  have  been  drawn  up  for  a  pilot  scheme  of  improvements  at 
King  Street,  Middleton  and  lengthy  discussions  have  taken  place  between  the 
Regional  Surveyor  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  your 
Consulting  Architect  and  myself.  In  my  opinion,  such  improvement  schemes  will 
do  much  to  foster  better  tenant/C ouncil  relations  in  addition  to  lengthening 
the  useful  life  of  these  houses  considerably.  The  Council  is,  therefore, 
urged  that  on  satisfactory  completion  of  this  pilot  scheme,  consideration 
should  be  given  to  drawing  up  a  phased  scheme  of  improvement  for  all  pre-war 
Council  Houses. 

Turning  now  to  new  building,  work  has  now  started  on  the  extension 
of  the  Kingsfield  Road  Old  Persons’  Flats  Scheme.  The  work  now  under 
construction  will  provide  further  accommodation  of  8-ene  bedrooms  and 
8-two  bedroomed  flats.  Central  heating  and  dom.est.ic  hot  water  is  again 
to  be  provided  by  a  communal  gas  boiler  tyoe  heating  installation.  On  comp¬ 
letion  all  available  housing  land  at  Kingsfield  R-Sjad  will  have  been  exhausted. 

The  development  by  the  Council  of  the  main  housing  site  west  of 
Derby  Road  in  order  to  provide  building  plots  for  private  developers  has 
continued  satisfactorily,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Council's  land 
available  for  private  development  on  this  site  will  be  exhausted  sometime  in 
the  latter  part  of  1968.  The  Council  must  therefore  ensure,  in  order  to 
maintain  satisfactory  progress  in  the  private  housing  sphere,  that  sufficient 
areas  of  land  are  released  for  this  purpose.  The  solution  to  this  problem  is, 
therefore,  for  the  Council  to  purchase  further  suitable  building  land  or 
to  encourage  private  landowners  and  private  developers  of  the  need  in  the 
Urban  District  for  such  development.  The  latter  course  of  action  is  obviously  a 
less  costly  method  of  residential  expansion. 

HOUSING  -  GENERALLY. 

The  work  of  securing  essential  repairs  to  rented  houses  in  the  distric- 
was  maintained  at  much  the  same  level  as  in  1966.  This  routine,  but 
essential  work  carried  out  by  informal  action  with  property  owners  entails  a 
considerable  number  of/  meetings  and  liaisons  with  solicitors,  owners  and 
occupiers  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  action  is  informal  and  not  statutory. 

However,  it  has  always  been  my  experience  that  when  informal  action 
is  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion,  the  result  is  more  satisfactory  to  all 
parties  concerned  that  when  the  Council  is  forced  to  take  statutory  action, 
although  as  I  have  already  pointed  out  this  informal  action  by  its  very  nature, 

is  most  time  consuming.

Work  on  improving  suitable  houses  continued  during  the  year  at  a 
steady  rate.  Fifteen  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  a  total  of  sixteen  in  1966.  All  these  Standard 
Grant  Applications  were  approved.  This  work  is,  I  think,  one  of  the  most 
satisfying  aspects  of  the  Department’s  work,  as  the  applicant  is  in  all  cases 
very  satisfied,  with  his  improved  standard  of  living,  and  in  each  case  a  house 
has  been  brought  up  to  a  standard  which  is  more  in  keeping  with  modern  ideas. 

It  is  also  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  this  work  of  improving  houses 
leads  to  an  improved  standard  of  maintenance  which,  in  the  long  term,  prevents 
the  deterioration  of  a  house  into  a  slum  dwelling,  thus  avoiding  the  provision 
of  a  new  Council  dwelling  in  which  to  rehouse  the  occupants. 

The  following  particulars  of  formal  application  received  and  approved 
for  Standard  Grants  from  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  will  no  doubt  be  of 
interest  to  members  of  the  Council;

Discretionary  Grants. 

As  intimated  in  last  year’s  report,  a  special  report  on  the  merits 
of  the  Council  granting  such  Discretionary  Grants  to  house-owners  in  the  district 
was  presented  to  the  Council  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Council 
have  resolved  to  approve  these  grants  in  all  appropriate  cases.  Wirksworth  is 
a  district  with  a  relatively  high  percentage  of  ageing  housing  stock  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  both  the  house-owners  and  the  local  authority  will  benefit 
considerably  if  the  Discretionary  Grants  now  available  are  extensively  applied 
for. 

Local  Authority  Building  has  been  dealt  with  in  my  proceeding  section  of  this 
report,  but  there  still  remains  the  question  of  private  building,  upon  which 
you  will  wish  to  have  information. 

A  total  of  12  privately  developed  houses  and.  bungalows  have  been 
completed  and  occupied  during  the  year  under  review,  with  a  further  10  under 
construction  at  31st  December,  1967® 
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The  manner  in  which  this  Estate  has  been  developed  by  the  Council  (i.e. 
roads  and  sewers  constructed  by  the  U.D.C.  and  individual  houses  and 
bungalows  by  private  persons)  has  proved  very  successful  and  has  undoubtedly 
filled  a  much  needed  want  in  this  district.  In  the  majority  of  this 
private  building  the  Council  have  loaned  the  money  to  the  prospective 
purchasers  and  in  this  way  have  increased  the  rateable  value  by  not  only 
making  available  money  for  the  actual  building  of  the  houses  and  bungalows 
but  also  have  provided  the  funds  for  these  persons  to  purchase  the  Council’s 
own  land. 


I  think-  the  members  of  the  Council  will  be  interested  in  the 
following  table,  which  indicates  the  total  number  of  houses  completed  by 
both  Private  Enterprise  and  the  Local  Authority  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban 
District  since  building  recommenced  after  the  last  war.

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  period  under  review,  the  Urban  District 
has  worked  in  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  Divisional  Pests  Officer,  Mr.  F.B.  Oates,  and  again  I  would 
like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  him. 

In  addition  to  sewer  treatments  minor  rat  infestations  at  Hopton  Lane 
and  Middleton  Tips  have  been  eradicated  by  routine  treatment  by  Mr.  Butlin. 

Very  few  properties  have  been  found  to  be  infested  as  a  result  of 
notification  but  each  complaint  has  been  dealt  with  in  an  efficient  and  suc¬ 
cessful  manner.

■  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Despite  the  vagaries  of  the  British  Climate,  a  weekly  back  door  system 
of  refuse  collection  was  maintained  reasonably  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
Extreme  difficulty  is  experienced,  however,  during  times  of  inclement  weather 
and  following  public  holidays  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Council  have 
approved  a  recommendation  to  employ  an  additional  loader  for  four  months  during 
each  winter  season.  This  will  do  much  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  system. 

At  the  end  of  the  report  year,  a  pilot  scheme  of  paper  sack  refuse 
collection  is  being  implemented  to  20  houses  at  Adam  Bede  Crescent.  In  this 
particular  scheme,  a  3i  c.ft.  paper  sack  is  being  used  as  a  bin  liner  to  the 
traditional  dustbin  and  so  far  the  householders  and  refuse  team  alike  seem 
eminently  satisfied  with  the  experiment. 

Mention  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  of  the  limited  tipping 
facilities  remaining  at  the  Hopton  Tip  and  it  is  with  some  feeling  of  relief 
that  I  am  able  to  report  of  advanced  discussions  with  the  County  Planning  Officer 
for  an  alternative  Council  Refuse  Tip  at  Intake  Lane,  Middiet on-by-Wirks worth, 

I  am  hopeful  of  a  satisfactory  conditional  planning  consent  being  received  in 
respect  of  this  at  an  early  date. 

i 

Refuse  collection  is,  I  think,  a  service  taken  very  much  for  granted 
until  the  rare  occasion  when  for  some  reason  or  other  the  slightest  variation 
from  the  expected  weekly  routine  emptying  of  the  dustbin  occurs.  Perversely 
the  better  the  service  the  more  noticeable  any  departure  from  the  normal, 
particularly  at  holiday  times  when  the  men  themselves,  of  course,  entitled  to 
expect  a  rest  from  their  labours. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  manual 
workers  of  this  Department,  under  the  able  supervision  of  the  Foreman,  for  thier 
work  during  the  year.

During  the  year,  visits  were  made  to  premises  for  the  purpose  of  the 
inspection  and  examination  of  sites,  installations  and  the  electrical  equipment 
associated  with  the  pumps.  The  number  of  licences  issued  was  fifteen  and  the 
fees  for  licensing,  etc.,  amounted  to  £12.  5.  Od. 

On  every  occasion  whenever  it  has  been  necessary,  I  have  received  the 
closest  co-operation  and  assistance  from  the  Fire  Prevention  Officers  of  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council  through  their  Chief  Fire  Officer,  Mr.H.J.  Terry. 

All  new  tanks  together  with  these  which  have  been  installed  for  more 
than  20  years  are  subjected  to  pressure  tests.

4.  Education  Activity 0 

With  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  various  posters 
and  wall  sheets  on  clean  food  a.nd  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning  have  been 
displayed  in  the  area.  The  subjeot  matter  of  these  posters  is,  of  course, 
changed  from  time  to  time. 

5.  Disposal  of  Unsound  Food. 

Unsound  food  is  disposed  of  locally,  either  by  incineration  wherever 
possible,  failing  this,  on  the  Council's  Refuse  Tips.  There  remains  a  close 
liaison  with  proprietors  of  food  businesses  in  the  voluntarily  surrender  of  food 
unfit  for  human  consumption.

The  total  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cream,  now 
stands  at  21.  None  of  the  21  registered  retailers  of  Ice-Cream  actually 
manufacture  Ice-Cream,  but  all  are  registered  as  retailers  of  pre-packed, 
individual  Ice-Creams  obtained  from  manufacturers  of  national  repute.  All 
the  21  premises  have  been  regularly  visited  by  me  and  monthly  samples  have 
been  taken  where  ever  possible  and  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  examination. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  the  samples  which  I  have 
taken  on  your  behalf  during  the  year  1967.  As  will  be  seen,  all  samples  taken 
were  pronounced  satisfactory  by  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory

All 
the  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

FISH  FRYING-  PREMISES 

The  two  fish  frying  premises  in  the  area  received  routine  inspections 
during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  conditions 
obtained  therein  are  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  further  major  alterations  worthy  of  note  carried 
out  to  either  of  these  premises  during  the  period  under  review,  and  they  continue 
to  operate  in  a  clean  and  hygienic  manner. 

BAKEHOUSES 


As  will  be  seen  from  my  statistics  under  Ceneral  Sanitary  Administration 
at  the  commencement  of  this  report,  there  is  now  only  one  bakehouse  in  use  in 
the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  and  I  can  only  continue  to  bring  to  your  notice 
each  year  the  conditions  prevailing  in  this  establishment.  No  further  actual 
structural  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  the  vYirksworth  backehouse  where 
the  business  is  still  carried  on  in  very  grim  surroundings  with  little  room  for 
extension,  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  reported  to  you  in  previous  years 
that  I  would  dearly  like  to  see  these  premises  either  brought  up  to  the  modern 
standards  now  enjoyed  by  the  majority  of  the  workers  in  this  industry,  or, 
alternatively  cease  to  be  used. 

However,  the  stadard  of  bread  and  confectionery  produced  from  these 
premises  appears  to  be  of  good  quality  and  I  have  had  no  complaints  whatsoever 
%  from  the  public  during  the  period  under  review.
